For many years Spud Roscoe, VEIBC has been compiling a history of the Halifax Amateur Radio Club (HARC). He 
did circulate a copy of his manuscript in 2011 and it went far beyond just HARC in that it took in the history of Amateur 
Radio from it’s beginning. Recently Spud sent us this note: 


Hi Lynn & Bill: 

The book should soon be ready. Sam VELYVN and I hope to have a book signing ceremony in some book store. We 
would like all hams and sea cadets alerted. The book has 365 pages and is 11X9 inches in hard cover. We are work- 
ing on a price. HARC gets a free signed copy. I will keep you posted.

Spud sent us a PDF of the front and back covers of the book but I cannot display it here because the program we use to 
make up the Reflector cannot import it. I did query him about the picture on the cover and here is what he replied. 


The front cover is a sea cadet in Belleview, Ontario and was on the front cover of TCA last May/June. The sea cadets 
are pushing ham radio and have stations set up across Canada so they can communicate with each other. Sam 
VELYVN, Dick VEIAI and Bruce VEINB are putting together a station on SACKVILLE, and hopefully locally. My 
father formed a sea cadet corps in Canning when he retired. So putting it all together I am hoping I help them. Get a 
few more youngsters on the air. 


The back cover of the book has a description of the book as well as a short bio of Spud. 


In this sweeping history, author Spurgeon G. Roscoe takes a look at the world of amateur radio in North America 
and the special role the Halifax Amateur Radio Club (HARC), of which he is a member, played in it, from the time 
of the World Wars all the way to the present day. Roscoe presents an account that is at once intimate and wide- 
ranging, covering topics from amateur radio’s role on the Canadian ships of the 1920s and ’30s and during wartime 
to the involvement of women in the craft, to the technical details of how some of the equipment involved has evolved 
over time, to a detailed look at the American Radio Relay League and what has appeared in the pages of its member- 
ship journal, OST, over its many years in circulation. His own deep, nearly lifelong involvement in amateur radio 
not only brings a deep base of knowledge to this ambitious project, but a particularly penetrating and oftentimes sen- 
timental lens to it, too—particularly when it comes to documenting the activities of HARC and the many members 
who have passed in and out of it over the years. Expansive and detailed at once, Radio History: Amateur Radio is es- 
sential reading for anyone involved or interested in the hobby worldwide. 


Deeply involved in the world of amateur radio for many decades, Spurgeon G. “Spud” Roscoe first fell in love with 
the hobby in 1956, when he began training with the Radioman Special Royal Canadian Navy. After graduating in 
1961, he went on to graduate from the Radio College of Canada in Toronto, Ontario, the Air Services Training 
School in Ottawa, Ontario, and the National Radio Institute in Washington, DC. He has his First Class Certificate of 
Proficiency in Radio and his Coast Guard Radiotelegraph Operators Certificate. He has operated radio as a radio of- 
ficer aboard HMS Bounty, in a teaching capacity for young learners interested in the hobby, and as part of the Hali- 
fax Amateur Radio Club and the many activities in which they are involved, such as competitions like Field Day. He 
lives in an apartment in Halifax with his wife of sixty years and continues to operate his station, with call sign 
VEIBC, to this day.

Thomas Raddall is best known for his historical fiction, but he also published 
numerous non-fictional historical works. His family moved to the province in 
1913, where his studies were cut short by the Halifax explosion. In 1917 at 
the age of 15, his school was turned into a makeshift morgue and would re- 
main closed. At this point, Raddall found himself at the Canadian School of 
Telegraphy in Halifax to work for the Marconi Wireless Telegraphy Com- 
pany. At the time, getting a job with Marconi was seen as helping to establish 
a more connected world that was safer and part of a communication revolu- 
tion. His first job as a wireless operator was on the well-known Titanic rescue 
ship, CS Mackay-Bennett. He worked in many locations throughout the Mari- 
times and on many ships, but predominately he spent his career at the Cam- 
perdown Signal station until it closed in 1925. 


Camperdown Signal Station, also known as Camperdown Hill, is significant 
in Nova Scotia's communication history. Overlooking the entrance to Halifax 
Harbour made it a strategic part of Halifax's defence system in the 18th cen- 
tury. The hill has been used as a customs lookout, signal and telegraph sta- 
tion, observation post and redoubt commanding the Citadel Hill defence com- 
plex since 1797. 


The equipment used by Raddall in 1921 at the Camperdown Signal Station 
consisted of a 2-kilowatt, nonsynchronous disc, 60-cycle Marconi coast sta- 
tion spark transmitter. This received its power from a generator driven by a 6 
HP Fairbanks Morse 2-type engine. Also, a 14-kilowatt asynchronous disc 
500-cycle Marconi cabinet type spark set, powered by a battery which was 
kept charged from a 1-1/2 HP engine and generator. The primary receiver was 
a Marconi crystal type 2846A. A magnetic detector (ancestor of the wire re- 
corder) formed part of an auxiliary receiver. The aerial was a four-wire um- 
brella suspended from a 180-foot mast. 


In later years, Raddall wrote about the adventures of the Marconi men who 
would "pounded the brass" in windswept places. In his romance novel "The 
Nymph and the Lamp" which is about a strong and sensitive woman and the 
radio operators in her life. This novel provided a fascinating insight into the 
earliest days of wireless radio communication and life as a wireless operator 
like Raddall, who worked at the Camperdown Signal station.

If it is OK, I would 
like to post the original to my web- 
site, www.acornwall.ca , as an exam- 
ple of the earlier days of amateur ra- 
dio satellites.
